
Council launches 
Mailings review 


COUNCILLORS have 
launched a review into 
the way one of Ely’s 
most criticised comm¬ 
unity hubs is managed. 

Cash-strapped East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) has 
decided to set up a cross¬ 
party body to review the 
management of The 
Makings, based in Water¬ 
side. 

In 2008, the stunning 
building was given a major 
refurbishment and since 2009, 
it has been managed as a 
restaurant, conference and 
entertainment facility by 
Leiths, which is part of the 
world-famous Compass Group. 

But in recent months, the 
venue has been at the centre of 
controversy. 

Although it was claimed the 
120-seat restaurant would be 
open from 10am-9.30pm daily, 
it rarely is. And now the venue 
is closed for the autumn and 
winter, other than for one-off 
events. 

Residents insist it should be 
open to the public for longer 
and should offer more services.

ECDC will now be reviewing 
its contract with Leiths to 
“ensure it continues to meet 
the needs of the district”. 

A report states the review 
will consider the pattern of 
business turnover, the level of 
usage and the future viability 
of the facilities. 

For 2011/12, The Makings 
has been budgeted to cost the 
council £93,000, which includes 
staffing costs, repairs and 
maintenance and insurance. 
Management fees will cost 
£42,000. 

The contract with Leiths is 
due to be reviewed in fanuary 
2013, although ECDC wants to 
start the review now. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
chairman of the council’s 
community and environment 
sub-committee, said: “The 
Makings is a wonderful 
building which over the 
decades has become a key part 
of Ely’s Riverside. 

“In order to ensure it 
continues to meet the needs of 
the city and the district we 
have agreed to look at how to

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Cathedral volunteer 
jailed over his sick 
stash of child porn 


A CATHEDRAL volunteer 
possessed and distributed 
thousands of horrific child 
porn images and movies as 
well as discussing his sick 
fantasies online, a court 
heard. 

Grandfather Paul Wilkins’ raft 
of offences was branded “one of 
the worst” child sex cases that 
Cambridge Crown Court has ever 
seen, according to Judge Gareth 
Hawkesworth. 

The 65-year-old, right, who 
volunteered at Ely Cathedral and 
the Salvation Army, previously 
admitted being in possession of 
thousands of images and videos 
that ranged from level 1 to level 5 
on the Sentencing Advisory Panel 
scale and also discussing 
fantasies about abusing children 
online. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said 
the haul of images and videos 
was found when police raided his 
home last year and found VHS 
tapes and computer equipment. 

He was later interviewed by 
police in October 2010. 

The 16 charges date from May 
2006 to August 10, 2010 and 
include 1,940 images at level 1 - 
of those there were 40 movies. 
These would have included child 
nudity or erotic posing. 

A further 551 images were at

level 2 including 95 movies, 1,253 
at level 3 including 112 movies, 
1,738 level 4 images including 
520 movies. 

There were also 54 images at 
level 5, of which 37 were movies. 
This is the most severe level 
involving bestiality and sadism. 

The total was 5,536 images, 
among which were 804 movies. 

The images involve children as 
young as nine up to teenagers. 

There were also extreme 
pornographic images involving 
bestiality. 

He distributed 2,030 images 


and 546 movies by allowing other 
paedophiles to access his 
computer hard drive via child 
porn websites. 

Wilkins, of High Street, 
Littleport, told other web users 
that he had sexually assaulted 
children and encouraged others 
to abuse children. 

Gregory Perrins, mitigating, 
said: “He has accepted that this is 
a distressing, shocking and 
worrying case. This is a man who 
has two great differences to his 
personality. Some people say he 
is a good neighbour and good 
friend.” 

He added that the waterbed 
and video camera set up in his 
house was used for consensual 
adult sex rather than for sexually 
abusing children and said 
Wilkins had never done that. 

fudge Hawkesworth said: “It’s 
one of the worst cases this court 
has experienced.” 

He added: “You have been able 
to place yourself in a fantasy 
world in which you have 
abandoned any moral sense 
whatsoever. It is perfectly plain 
that you are entrenched in this.” 

He sentenced Wilkins to a 56- 
month custodial sentence 
followed by a four-year licence 
and will also be subject to a 
sexual offences prevention order.

DRUG addicts have been evicted 
from a house in Ely after police 
discovered it was being used as a 
drugs den. 

The home in Brooke Grove, off 
Beresford Road - has been boarded 
up and it is now illegal for anyone 
to enter for the next three months. 

A woman has been charged 
with possession of a Class A drug. 

Police applied for a special closure 
order on the property, which is 
owned by Cambridge-based 
Hundred Houses Society after Class 
A drugs, including cocaine, were 
discovered in a raid in August. 
Neighbours had complained about 
anti-social behaviour. 


A Premises Closure Notice was 
served on the property on October 
26, preventing anyone but the 
tenant and her family from 
entering the property. 

The full closure application was 
then granted at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court on Monday. 

Inspector Robin Sissons, Ely’s 
sector inspector, said: “This is the 
second closure order in Ely this 
year. 

“Ely does not have a drugs 
problem, but anyone involved in 
the use or supply of drugs should 
be aware we can apply to have 
them evicted from their home.” 

It is now an offence for anyone 


to enter the property for three 
months, giving Hundred Houses 
Society the opportunity to secure 
possession of the property. 

East Cambs anti-social 
behaviour co-ordinator Brian 
Tully said: “Despite the previous 
raids on the property, drug-related 
activity - including people calling 
at the property at all times of the 
day and night - continued, much 
to the distress of law-abiding and 
respectable neighbours.” 

In May, a house in Nene Road, 
Ely, was also closed down after 
police found Class A drugs, used 
hypodermic needles, a debt sheet 
and scales inside the property. 


Consultation to start 

A PUBLIC consultation is being launched this 
weekend to enable people to speak up over car 
parking charge proposals in Ely. 

Despite a 12,000-signature petition opposing the 
introduction of parking charges and outcries from 
business owners who insist the charges will kill off 
Ely’s city centre, East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) announced it was pressing ahead with the 
plans last week. 

On Tuesday, the authority rubber-stamped the 
proposals, which will now be put out to public 
consultation. The consultation kicks off on Sunday, 
November 13 and will run until January 31, 2012. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, leader of ECDC, said: “We hope 
these proposals are seen for what they are - a simple, 
straightforward scheme which attempts to address 
the concerns which we have heard over the last few 
months.” 

Residents can comment online, via email or through 
a leaflet, which will be distributed across the district.

The Maltings was built in 1868 as the brewery of 
Ebenezer William Harlock and was passed into the 
ownership of ECDC in 1971.

Andy Byrne, general manager at The Maltings, 
said: “We will work closely with the district council 
during this review, which is part of our contract.

Disappointment as district misses out on Olympic torch relay 


THE Olympic torch will not travel through 
any part of East Cambridgeshire next 
summer, it has been confirmed. 

The London Organising Committee of 
the Olympic and Paralympic Games 
(LOCOG) announced the relay route for 
the London 2012 Games on Monday. 

And communities across the region will 
be able to welcome the historic flame to 
mark the countdown to the start of the 
Games - apart from Ely and the 


surrounding area. 

Cllr John Yates, Ely’s mayor, said he is 
“extremely disappointed”. 

Mr Yates said: “I really thought we 
would have been included in the route 
and this has come as quite a surprise. 

“I thought our beautiful cathedral 
would have certainly put us on the map 
here but it hasn’t and it’s extremely 
disappointing.” 

Towns across the region will welcome 


the historic flame which will travel via 
Saffron Walden, Haverhill, Newmarket to 
Cambridge and then on to Huntingdon 
and St Ives. 

The 70-day trip, which will pass 
through Ireland, Wales and Scotland 
before hitting East Anglia, will finish at the 
Olympic Stadium in London on July 27 for 
the opening ceremony. 

Selected torchbearers will go through 
Saffron Walden, Haverhill and Newmarket 


on Saturday, July 7, before reaching 
Parker’s Piece, Cambridge, as part of the 
city’s annual Big Weekend event. 

Leader of East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Peter Moakes, said: “We are very 
sad to have missed out on the Olympic 
Torch Relay coming through East 
Cambridgeshire. However, this will not 
stop us from putting together a great 
range of activities to celebrate the sporting 
and cultural impact of the Games.”

‘Monk’ bursts 
into cathedral 
ringing a bell 


A SERVICE at Ely Cathedral was 
brought to a halt on Sunday - by a 
“distressed” man who was dressed 
as a monk. 

About 400 people had gathered inside 
the cathedral for the popular Sung 
Eucharist service at JO.30am when a man 
dressed in a monk’s brown cassock 
stormed inside JO minutes later. 

The man, who is not known to the 
cathedral, rung a hand bell and yelled as 
he made his way to the cathedral’s 
Octagon - much to the horror of families 
in the congregation and cathedral staff. 

Cathedral vergers, assisted by members 
of the congregation, “escorted” the man 
out of the building through the West Door 
and he then ran off. The police have been 
notified. 

One member of the congregation, who 
did not want to be named, said: “We were 
all singing away when this man dressed in 
a monk’s cassock burst his way into the 
cathedral. 

“He was screaming something about 
God and was ringing a bell. 

“He seemed extremely distressed and it 
was clear he wanted to disturb the service. 

“I must say the cathedral staff dealt with 
him in an extremely professional and

efficient manner, although it was quite 
intimidating.” 

Once the man had left, the service did 
resume. Lesley Ann Thompson, a 
spokeswoman for Ely Cathedral, said: “We 
can confirm there was an incident during 
the Eucharist on Sunday morning. 

“Ely Cathedral is a high-profile visitor 
attraction as well as an active place of 
worship, and we have over 200,000 people 
come through the doors every year. 

“Our team of vergers, stewards and 
admission staff are highly experienced in 
dealing with members of the public and 
because of our profile we are naturally 
faced with incidents like these every now 
and then. 

“There was no danger or threat to 
members of the congregation or any 
cathedral staff and therefore we were able 
to deal with the situation quickly and 
continue with the service.” 

Cambridgeshire Police said they had 
given advice to the man, although 
because no criminal offence was 
committed, no further action will be 
taken.

She said: “We are not being 
unreasonable and it’s not an 
offensive name so I can’t 
understand why they won’t allow 
it.

Mrs Day is hoping East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, 
which has the final say on street 
naming applications, will 
approve the idea.

Sainsbury’s on target 
as new plans approved

PLANS to change the design of Ely’s 
new Sainsbury’s have been 
approved - meaning the store will 
open on time. 

Last month, it was feared the opening 
of the new supermarket in Lisle Lane 
would be delayed after proposals to alter 
certain design features of the building 
were rejected.

committee last week. 

Jim Woolcott, Sainsbury’s project 
manager, says the supermarket will still 
open its doors next spring. 

Mr Woolcott said: “We are delighted by 
the outcome of the planning committee. 

“The amendments which were 
approved will result in real benefits to our 
customers and colleagues in the future, 
including the provision of wider disabled 
and parent-and-child spaces and 


inclusion of new glazing to allow 
customers in the cafe a view of the 
cathedral. 

“The construction programme is on 
schedule and we remain on course to 
open in spring next year.”

Improvements to country 
park got the green light

PLANS to extend and improve Ely 
Country Park over the next two years 
have been approved. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) has given the green light to the second 
phase of the ambitious scheme. 

Between now and 2013, the council will work 
alongside the Wildlife Trust and Ely Wildspace 
to encourage wildflowers to grow on Ely 
Common. A bat habitat could also be created 
on the site. 

The council will also improve signage in and 
around the country park, creating new nature 
trails and improving the parking facilities at 
Fisherman’s car park. 

A safer pedestrian access will also be created 
at the car park and cycle racks will be installed. 

The slide and zip line mounds in Pocket Park 
will also be improved, following damage over 
the winter months. 

All the work will be funded by Section 106 
money from developers which has been 
specifically allocated to pay for the ambitious 
Ely Country Park project. There is currently 
£320,279 in the pot. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of the 
council’s community and environment sub¬ 
committee, said: “The country park has 
become a great place for people of all ages and 
physical abilities to go to enjoy nature, the 
tranquility of a walk or to jump on the zip wire 
for a good scream. 

“In order to keep the park up to the high 
standards which have been set over the past 
year, we have been working with a number of 
local groups to identify priorities for the area 
over the next 18 months. 

“This work will maintain the balance 
between the abundant wildlife on the 
commons and allowing the public to access 
and enjoy the park.” 

Phase one of the project saw play equipment 
being built in Pocket Park, new landscaping 
including a maze and orchard area, new paths 
from Fisherman’s car park to Pocket Park, 
upgraded paths and new signage to promote 
the area. 

Organisations including the Friends of 
Jubilee Gardens, the City of Ely Perspective and 
Ely Wildspace are involved with the scheme.

Relief for land owner as 
tent is found destroyed 


A TENT which was pitched inside trees 
and believed to be used by a homeless 
person has been destroyed.

discovered the tent had been disowned. 

He said: “I never got to see who was 
living in it but it had been destroyed. 

“They must have seen the story in the 
paper and then moved on. 

“I don’t want them camping on my 
land. 

“They’re leaving litter behind and even 
fouling in the trees like dogs. It’s 
disgusting.” 

The remains of the tent and other litter 
left behind in the copse were cleaned up 
by members of the Local Campaign for 
the Protection of Rural Ely, who staged a 
volunteer litter-pick in the area on 
Saturday.

Ely XT has a core of 
eight regular members plus others who help on 
the day. The stress of responsibility for 8,000-plus 
people to enjoy, as safely as possible, a fantastic 
display is huge, and I for one, have had to reduce 
my involvement this year, and let the other 
stalwarts of Ely XT do their bit for the community 
and receive scant praise for their efforts.

We have a duty 
to whole district 

Sir, it is clear that many local people 
could easily be very confused and not 
understand the true facts of what is 
going on regarding parking in Ely. 

There has some speculation that the 
councillors have not been “listening” 
to the voice of Ely traders. The truth is 
that a working group of councillors 
have not only attended the traders’ 
meeting at the Grange but also had 
over 13 hours of in-depth meetings 
outside working hours with leaders of 
the traders’ group. The views of the 
traders have been listened to and 
plans formulated that address many 
of their concerns and cater for most 
sectors of society. 

No members of the district council 
want to charge for car parking in Ely. 

It is becoming increasingly clear that 
this will become necessary in future 
to achieve a good turnover of vehicles 
in the parking bays and to offset the 
costs of these car parks. It cannot be 
fair for residents who live in the south 
of the district (Bottisham, Cheveley, 
Burwell, Swaffhams etc) to pay for a 
facility they never need or use. 
Councillors have a duty to consider 
the best interests of all of the people 
of the district, not just specific groups, 
however important they are. 

Some key points of a plan that could 
be introduced in mid-2012 which is 
being considered subject to 
consultation, alteration, amendment 
and refinement are: 

■ No charges for on-street parking 
with regulations staying mainly as at 
present (to allow a “nip in to Ely” 
facility). The nearer the city centre the 
shorter the time allowed. 

■ No changes to current situation on 
Market Place but a survey to find extra 
on-street parking bays to be 
undertaken. 

■ Extra enforcement but no 
regulations on-street after 6pm or 
before 8am to encourage an evening 
cafe culture. 

■ Sale of a yearly permit at many 
points in the area for £20. This permit 
is valid in all council-owned off-street 
car parks with the exception of Angel 
Drove and Litfieport Station which 
will stay as they are. The rules in each 
car park are planned to remain 
mainly as now (two hours St Mary’s 
Street long stay Barton Road etc). This 
allows workers who work a five-day 
week to park for 8p per day or 40p per 
week. The current business permit 
scheme will be retained. 

■ A six-month option at £12 and a 
three-year option at £50 will be 
available. 

■ A one-day permit for sale at £1 
which can be used in off-street parks 
under the time restrictions of that car 
park which will be mainly as now 
(again, not including Angel Drove or 
Litfieport Station). 

■ If the scheme is introduced, there 
would be a guaranteed price freeze 
until May 2015 when there will be 
council elections. 

As a group, we have listened to and 
considered the needs of most sectors 
of the community and have really 
tried very hard to make the 
unpalatable prospect of parking 
charges as fair and as considerate as 
possible. The above is only the outline 
of a proposal; we will continue to 
listen, but at the end of the day we will 
have to make decisions that we 
believe are in the best interests of all 
the people we have the duty to 
represent.

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Housing office 
set to become 
boutique hotel 


SANCTUARY Hereward’s offices in 
Ely are about to be transformed 
into a “boutique hotel”. 

Following months of rumours, bosses 
at the major social housing provider have 
now confirmed they are selling their 
building in St Mary’s Street. 

David Toulson-Burke, of Tower Court, 
Ely, wants to buy the offices, opposite 
Ely’s tourist information centre. 

He has applied for planning 
permission to convert the building into a 
hotel containing a bar, restaurant, 
meeting rooms and leisure facilities. 

Meanwhile, the reception area at cash- 
strapped East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s offices at The Grange is to be 
refurbished to cater for both the council 
- and Sanctuary Hereward. 

All of Sanctuary’s customer-facing staff 
will work from The Grange - a move 
which Sanctuary and the council say will 
improve customer service. 

Non customer-facing staff at Sanctuary 
will be moved to another office in Ely, 
although the location has not yet been 
confirmed. 

All the changes are scheduled to take 
place early next year. 

Emma Keegan, Sanctuary’s regional 
director, said: “Under these proposals, 
tenants will have a single point of contact 
for housing and other council-related 
enquiries. 

“This will reduce the need to visit 
multiple locations, which we know is an

issue for some, such as the elderly or 
those with children.” 

Miss Keegan added: “Sanctuary is 
looking to sell its existing base in St 
Mary’s Street to a developer, who has 
plans to turn the landmark building into 
a new boutique hotel and bring a much- 
needed boost to the local economy.” 

The news comes just weeks after it was 
revealed Sanctuary is planning to close 
the community rooms in High Barns, Ely, 
next spring. 

The move, which has caused uproar 
with locals, will see a pre-school, an 
after-school club and numerous other 
community groups forced to close or re¬ 
locate. 

Speaking about Sanctuary’s move to 
The Grange, John Hill, the council’s chief 
executive, said: “Over recent months, we 
have been working with Sanctuary to 
find ways we can better serve our 
residents. 

“One proposal has been to share a 
reception and customer service 
department at The Grange. 

“Detailed discussions are ongoing but 
we are hopeful that together we can 
provide an excellent service to meet the 
needs of our communities and ensure we 
have a professional and positive 
approach to any query.”

Girl punched 
in pub attack 

Victim taken to hospital in blood-soaked dress 


A WOMAN beat up her friend 
during a night out - leaving her 
covered in blood and uncon¬ 
scious in an Ely pub, a court 
heard. 

Emma Banks, 21, was found guilty at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court of 
punching her friend, Eleanor Powles, 20, 
several times in the face in The Town 
House, Ely. 

Miss Powles was left with cuts on her 
face, a black eye and bruising. She was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s in her blood- 
soaked dress after she lost consciousness 
following the attack. 

Banks, who lives in Hills Lane, Ely, 
denied the assault, which was captured 
on the pub’s CCTY 

Miss Powles said: “We had gone to her 
house for a bit then went out into town. 
We have been friends for a while, and 
everything was fine. 

“I was sitting outside on a bench and 
she came out and punched me several 
times. Then she pushed me and my head 
hit a wall.” 

Magistrates heard that Banks had 
become enraged by Miss Powles’s 
behaviour, as she felt the victim was

flirting with boys in the pub and was 
getting a bad reputation. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, suggested 
Banks had attacked her victim through 
jealousy. 

She said: “You have always been jealous 
of Eleanor and you were jealous of her 
that night, getting on well with people 
and having fun. You wanted to ruin her 
night. You were angry and in a rage. 

“You punched her in the face several 
times and then pushed her so hard she hit 
her head against a wall.” 

Banks maintained throughout last 
Thursday’s trial that she had not hit her 
friend and was not responsible for the 
injuries she sustained. 

Michael Judkins, defending, said: “Miss 
Banks has learned from what happened 
on that night and does not go out in town 
any more.” 

Presiding magistrate Sarah Hurcum 
found Banks guilty of assault and criminal 
damage of the victim’s clothing. She 
ordered Banks to pay £125 compensation 
to her victim, £20 for her ruined dress, 
and £100 towards prosecution costs. 


Gas traces led to blaze at bungalow

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Plea to ignore 
street vendors 


FAMILIES flocking to Ely’s 
fireworks spectacular on 
Saturday are being urged 
not to buy gimmicks from 
street vendors. 

Every year, unlicensed street 
traders descend on the city in a 
bid to sell everything from 
glow-sticks to flashing toys to 
the crowds.

ECO-friendly residents have hailed 
East Cambridgeshire’s new recyc¬ 
ling centre as “top-notch”. 

The Weekly News has been bombarded 
with feedback from people who have 
used the new facility in Witchford since it 
opened last Thursday. 

Cambridgeshire County Council has 
described the state-of-the-art new centre 
as a “cathedral of recycling” - and 
residents say they are confident it will 
boost East Cambridgeshire’s recycling 
rate. 

Jenny Brown, from Sutton, said: “I 
would like to congratulate all those who 
have made this new recycling centre the 
top-notch facility that it is. 

“I thought it was just going to be an 
upgraded version of the centre at Grunty 
Fen but it is far more impressive. 

“I certainly think this is going to 
encourage more people in the district to 
recycle their waste and fingers crossed, 
residents will make the most of this

wonderful new facility on their 
doorstep.” 

Phillip Hartley, from Littleport, said: “I 
took my rubbish to the new recycling 
centre on Friday. We should all be proud 
to have such an innovative, grand facility 
like this so close to home. 

“We all know that East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire’s recycling figures are pretty 
dire but I genuinely think this is going to 
encourage more people to think twice 
about what they are throwing in their 
bins.” 

The new centre, in Stirling Way, has 
been built to replace the nearby recycling 
centre at Grunty Fen in a bid to improve 
East Cambridgeshire’s poor recycling 
figures, which currently stand at 37 per 
cent - the lowest in the region. 

The facility is indoors and is split-level, 
meaning residents do not have to climb 
steps with heavy items to recycle them. 

It has cost more than £5m to build, less 
less than the £5.5m budgeted. It also has 
a quirky green roof. It will be open 9am- 
6pm six days a week and 9am-7pm on 
Wednesdays. 

Cllr Mathew Shuter, cabinet member 
for enterprise at Cambridgeshire County 
Council, said he was pleased that 
residents had hailed the new centre as a 
success. 

He said: “This new centre really is a 
huge step forward from the old site at 
Grunty Fen and is a great example of the 
county council’s ongoing commitment to 
invest in new services and facilities. 

“I am reliably informed that this 
‘cathedral of recycling’ will recycle or 
reuse waste equivalent to the weight of 
two Eiffel Towers every year so I know this 
centre will be a great resource for local 
communities in East Cambridgeshire.”

CLOSING Waterbeach 
Barracks and building 
13,000 homes on the site 
will have an impact on the 
Ely area. 

That’s the message from South 
East Cambridgeshire MP Jim 
Paice who has met with the 
Minster for Armed Forces, Nick 
Harvey, to discuss his and his 
constituents’ concerns. 

Mr Paice met with the Mr 
Harvey on October 26 to discuss 
the future of the barracks and the 
effect its closure will have not 
only on Waterbeach but also Ely 
and its surrounding villages. 

Earlier this year, it was 
announced the barracks were to 
close and that a major devel¬ 
opment of 13,000 houses could 
be built on the land. 

Since then, more than 2,000

people have signed a petition 
opposing the closure. 

Mr Paice said: “I know there is 
grave local concern about the 
decision to close Waterbeach 
Barracks, but also about the 
future of the site and the 
possibility of an enormous 
amount of houses being built on 
it. 

“I have made clear to the 


minister the opposition there 
would be locally to a large 
development on the scale of 
previous applications and 
questioned the need for such a 
large development in the light of 
work beginning at Northstowe. 

“I also challenged him about 
whether the site was only being 
sold solely for the potential 
money it could raise from 
developers. 

“This development would not 
only have an effect on the 
residents of Waterbeach but also 
Ely and the surrounding villages 
as the impact it would have on 
the A10 would be massive. 

“It is inconceivable to even 
consider building this many 
homes anywhere near the A10 
without major improvements 
being made. 

“Obviously, if the A10 is 
improved, it would be a boost for 
East Cambridgeshire residents 
but if it isn’t then things can only 
get a whole lot worse.”

A DRUNKEN thug 
assaulted a man, ver¬ 
bally abused police and 
flooded two cells. 

Robert Seymour, of Crom¬

I will follow you’.” 

Magistrates heard that Mr 
Atkins started walking down 
Market Street and Seymour 
walked beside him, bumping 
him. Mr Atkins tried to brush 
him away but he pinned him 
up against a wall and made to 
hit him. 

At this point a PCSO saw 
the incident and came over to 
separate them. 

Sgt Cherie Nash then 
turned up with a police van. 
As Seymour was arrested, he 
hurled abuse at her and 
threatened to kill all of the 
police officers.

£76 damage in each one. 

Chris Casey, defending, 
said his client has been an 
addicted to alcohol for years 
but wanted to change.

On the road to help raise BIRT cash 


A PETTY fraudster has 
admitted to making 
up a variety of stories 
to make people feel 
sorry for him to get 
them to part with 
cash. 

Paul Green appeared 
before Cambridge Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on October 31 
and admitted two counts of 
fraud by false repres¬ 
entation in September and 
March this year - and asked 
for a further 26 similar 
offences to be taken into 
consideration. 

The court heard that over 
a six-month period, the 34- 
year-old knocked on 
dozens of doors in the Ely 
area and told a variety of 
tall tales to get money for 
petrol. 

One story told on 
September 5 involved 
Green needing to get to 
Addenbrooke’s to visit his 
father who had just had a 
heart attack, while a claim 
on March 3 was that his son 
needed to be picked up

from Cambridge. 

Another tale he came out 
with was that his girlfriend 
was bleeding in his car and 
needed medical attention. 

The court heard the 
offences came to light when 
police received reports 
from people of a man going 
from door to door asking 
for petrol and money for 
petrol in the Ely area. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
said: “He gave a wide 
variety of different reasons. 

“Some victims handed 
over money and some even 
handed over petrol. Some 
refused.” 

Magistrates heard that on 
a few occasions, Green, of 
Bakers Corner, Ely, even left 
his name and mobile 
phone number with 
homeowners after leaving - 
making the police’s job easy 
in tracking him down and 
arresting him. 

Mr Brown added: “He 
made full admissions to 


officers and admitted that 
he made up stories that 
would make people feel 
sorry for him.” 

A police statement read 
out in court requested 
Green be given an anti¬ 
social behaviour order 
banning him from 
approaching anyone with 
the intention of acquiring 
goods or money for any 
reason. 

Sandeep Kainth, miti¬ 
gating, admitted that 
despite the values of money 
involved in each offence 
being fairly small, the 
frequency and long 
duration of the fraud was 
an aggravating feature. 

He said: “By pleading 
guilty to 28 in total, Mr 
Green is trying to clear the 
decks. I don’t oppose an 
ASBO, and can see the 
merit in it.” 

The case was adjourned 
for sentencing at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court 
on November 21 and Green 
was granted unconditional 
bail.

Rocketing from 1968 to 2525 and back 
again, the play is a fast and furious 
metropolitan crash of people, scenes and 
decades, set to a pumping soundtrack. 

Oberman and Bartlett - currently writer- 
in-residence at the National Theatre - were 
already old acquaintances. 

“I worked with Mike’s partner in On The 
Rocks, a play I did at the Hampstead 
Theatre a couple of years ago,” says the 
actress. 

“I admired Mike’s work and I felt sure 
that he was a writer going places. When I 
read a script, I often wonder how they’ll do 
this, and how will they pull that off and how 
would such a stage direction be possible? 
That was my reaction when I first 
read Earthquakes in London. This is going 
to be a no-holds-barred production, quite 
spectacular in places. It’s also very 
cinematic, with lots of short scenes and very 
punchy dialogue.” 

Oberman had been away when 
Earthquakes in London opened at the 
National Theatre last summer and, although 
she had a few friends in the cast, didn’t see 
the original. 

“I think that’s no bad thing, actually,” she 
argues. “They have completely re-invented 


the production and the script has been 
revised. It feels very much like a new play, 
given a new staging.” 

When she spoke to The Guide, Oberman 
was scarcely a week into rehearsals, and 
reluctant to draw any early conclusions 
about Sarah. However, she was quite clear 
about her admiration for the character’s 
achievements. 

“Her mother has died, her father has 
disowned his daughters and, at the age of 19, 
she’s been left to care, single-handed, for her 
10-year-old sister and a baby who’s only a 
few months old. She has sacrificed an 
enormous amount and yet she’s still been 
able to pursue her political career and 
become a minister.” 

The actress admits she has always been 
drawn to films, plays and books which, like 
Orwell’s Nineteen Eighty-Four, create a 
vision of a dystopian society. She responds 
to similar themes in Earthquakes in London. 

“If anything, in the year since the play 
opened, the issues about climate change 
have become overtaken by a sense 
of a coming apocalypse - of a society 
running itself into the ground through 
excess, of a society full of 
disaffected, disenfranchised youth. The play 
is full of such ideas. In addition, the coalition 
Government, which was very new a year 
ago, is now much more established.” 

One of the key arguments in the play is 
concerned with the desirability of bringing 
children into the world in its current state. 

“Of course, I worry about the kind of 
future my daughter faces,” says Oberman, 
who is mother to five-year-old Anoushka. 

“From what I’ve learnt, talking to friends 
who work in finance, this current economic 
climate is likely to last for years, with all the 
social instability which that implies. So 
it’s going to get a helluva lot worse.” 

Oberman may appear to have come from 
nowhere when making such an eye¬ 
catching impact in EastEnders but, as is 



often the way in an actor’s career, she had 
been steadily advancing through the ranks 
with seasons at the Royal Shakespeare 
Company and playing Kenneth Branagh’s 
wife at the National Theatre in David 
Mamet’s Edmond. In fact, she was 
appearing in the Mamet play when 
the invitation to discuss the part of Chrissie 
came her way. 

“I don’t think I took it very seriously at 
first,” she admits. “I thought that they 
would end up casting an established TV 
name and I’d be offered one episode as a 
policewoman. 

“I was then asked to do a screen test with 
Leslie Grantham as Dirty Den. I was late 
for the appointment and I apologised, 
explaining that I’d been held up doing a 
voiceover. Leslie made some sarcastic 
remark and we started to spar with each 
other. I think that the producers must have 
seen that there was a spark between us, 
because they just kept the cameras rolling.” 

Oberman looks back on her time in 
EastEnders - during which her character 
famously finished off Dirty Den (for 
good this time) - with genuine affection. 

“I loved playing Chrissie and I 
signed a three-year contract, which 
worried me a bit since I like the fact 
that I rarely know what I’ll be doing 
next. 

“I only stayed for 18 months, 
but it was as if three years of 
storylines were crammed 
into those 18 months. Most of 
the actors in EastEnders do 
about five scenes a day. I 
remember getting through 28 
scenes one day.”

influential Senator Thompson 
(Jeffrey Wright). 

The Ides Of March is a hugely 
engrossing thriller that doesn’t get 
too bogged down in the political 
process, concentrating more on the 
abrasive personalities responsible 
for getting a well-groomed 
mouthpiece into the Senate and 
hopefully the White House. 

Clooney is charm personified and 
Hoffman and Giamatti are 
deliciously oily as rival puppet 
masters.

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GARDENING 


Not in my 
back yard 


T HERE are some animals 
which will forever be the 
bane of gardeners’ lives - 
rabbits who munch like locusts 
through plants, moles which tear 
up bowling green lawns, 
squirrels digging up bulbs and 
stealing bird food and huge 
pigeons which strip leafy veg. 

Only recently, there have been 
reports that fast-breeding herds of 
deer are gorging themselves on 
undergrowth in important woodland 
habitats, threatening rare native 
species such as nightingales, 
dormice and bluebells. 

Numbers have risen to two 
million after the introduction of new 
species such as muntjac, fallow and 
Chinese water deer which are 
smaller and breed faster. 

So how can we stop these 
nuisances from damaging our 
gardens? 

■ GREY SQUIRRELS To minimise 
damage, wire-net fruit cages and 
place other netting over areas where 
bulbs and corms have been planted 
and over flowering shrubs such as 
magnolia and camellia. Invest in 
squirrel-proof bird feeders, although 
the RSPB warns that they will only 
work if the squirrel cannot jump 
directly onto the feeder, but will

have to approach via the defended 
route. Feeders with a cage around 
them are squirrel-resistant, although 
not squirrel-proof, and a small 
individual will be able to fit 
through. 

■ RABBITS If you put up a fence to 
keep them at bay, you’ll need to 
make it at least 120cm tall with a 
further 30cm sunk below ground 
level and angled outwards to 
discourage them from burrowing 
underneath. Any wire netting needs 
a maximum mesh size of 25mm, or 
young rabbits will squeeze through. 
Place tree guards around the base of 
trunks and cloches over new 
plantings. While animal repellents 
are available, they are not reliable to 
give long-term protection. There are 
some plants that rabbits don’t like, 


including Michaelmas 
daisies, catmint, 
lupins and heucheras.

■ DEER Muntjac and 
roe are particularly 
fond of roses but will 
eat many other plants 
and are territorial, so 
once they’re in, it’s 
going to be difficult 
to get them out. Some 
become brave enough 
to nip off potted roses 
on people’s patios. 

Damage is most 
common on new, succulent spring 
growth or in winter when other food 
sources are scarce. The only 
permanent solution is to erect a 6ft- 
high fence around your garden. 
According to the British Deer 
Society, muntjac will eat virtually 
any plants, although they are less 
keen on camellia, cistus, hellebore, 
hosta, hydrangea, lavender, poppies 
and sedum. 

■ MOLES All manner of deterrents 
have been tried to make them go 
away, from traps to fumigants, 
throwing mothballs down the holes 
or pouring mixtures of caster oil and 
detergent down the holes, to varied

effect. Others have invested in 
ultrasonic devices to scare them 
away, which are not always 
effective. If you really can’t get rid 
of them, it may save you time to call 
in a professional. 

■ WOOD PIGEONS These birds will 
feed on brassicas such as cabbages, 
cauliflowers and Brussels sprouts, 
stripping the leaves in no time, and 
they’re a particular nuisance in 
winter when other food is scarce. 
Net your brassicas to keep them off 
as preventing access to food is a key 
to dispersing pigeons. When feeding 
smaller birds, cage in all food so 
that pigeons cannot reach it. Pigeon- 



resistant feeders are also available, 
as are various scaring devices. 

■ MICE These will feed on the 
seeds of germinating sweetcom, 
peas and beens and also eat crocus 
corms and orchard fruits in both 
gardens and those stored in sheds. 
You can set mouse traps in your 
garden, under log or brick shelters 
to reduce the danger to birds. When 
you’ve planted crocuses, firm the 
ground down well to make it more 
difficult for mice to find the corms. 
Mice often eat seeds which are sown 
directly into the ground. This can be 
remedied if you start early crops in 
pots and transplant them later.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 

□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office.

Nissan boosts new 
GT-R for spring 


WITH colder weather on 
the way, a survey 
conducted on behalf of 
Warranty Direct has 
revealed the most - and 
least - dependable 4x4s 
and SUVs. 

Honda’s HR-V (1998-2006) 
performed best, with only three 
in 100 recording a fault in the 
last 12 months, followed by 
Suzuki’s Grand Vitara (2005 
onwards). 

In stark contrast, Land Rover’s 
Range Rover (2002 onwards) 
was shown to be the most break 
down-prone off-roader - two- 
thirds of its reported faults were 
suspension or electrical hiccups 
- behind the feep Grand 
Cherokee (1999-2005) and 
Volkswagen’s Touareg (2003 
onwards). 

The study of nearly 16,000 
three-to eight-year-old 4x4s and 
SUVs revealed the market 
segment to have some of the 
most expensive to run vehicles 
on Warranty Direct’s books. 

Predictably, the top 10 is 
dominated by fapanese and

Korean manufacturers, but 
Land Rover’s Freelander (2006 
onwards) breaks its strangle¬ 
hold, with only one in five 
breaking down annually and a 
modest average repair cost. 

As used 4x4 prices rise prior 
to the inevitable cold snap, 
buyers are advised to seize the 
moment. 

The study used Warranty 
Direct’s unique Reliability Index 
rating {www.reliability 
index.co.uk ), which takes into 


account how often vehicles 
break down, average repair cost 
and time spent in the garage, to 
calculate its overall reliability. 
The lower the Reliability Index 
number, the more reliable and 
cheaper to repair the car. 

Warranty Direct’s Duncan 
McClure Fisher says: “Modern 
4x4s are a far cry from the noisy 
and uncomfortable off-roaders 
of the past. They are fairly 
expensive to run but our study 
shows that there’s a handful of 


incredibly reliable 4x4s which 
won’t break the bank. 

“A four-wheel-drive vehicle is 
most definitely the transport of 
choice for any motorist during 
our cold months, particularly 
judging by our last few winters.” 

In contrast to the top 10, 
none of the bottom five rated 
4x4s hail from the East, instead 
they originate from Europe or 
America.

I CAN'T help but feel 
impressed as I stroll into 
Elms Cambridge, the 
result of £10 million- 
worth of investment at 
Cambourne, writes 
Adam Swift. 

Rows of gleaming BMWs sit 
in formation in the huge 
showroom, as if they have just 
rolled off the production line. 
Comfy leather chairs vie with 
free wi-fi, work stations and 
charging points, coffee 
making facilities and fresh 
pastries, while if you are 
feeling really hungry you can 
even order a hot meal from 
the subsidised staff 
restaurant. 

CRM manager Shane Young 
offers to give me a tour. “We 
are pushing the boundaries in 
some areas,” he tells me. “We 
hire out our 12-seater board- 
room with full multimedia 


widescreen presentation 
facilities, free of charge. 
Customers have access to the 
same menu as the staff, so the 
canteen can prepare a lunch if 
required.” 

“We have three slightly 
smaller private offices also 
available free of charge. Come 
and spend some time with us. 
What we have done is include 
our offices and canteen as 
front of house. 

“You can order your meal 
and we will bring it to you, or 
you can go and join the staff 
in the canteen, and perhaps 
sit with the technicians who 
work on your car. It’s all about 
transparency.” 

The window into the 
workshop at the back of the 
showroom, where customers 
can see their cars being 
worked on, carries on this 
sense of openness. What you 
see is what you get at Elms 


Cambridge. And what you get 
is quite a lot.

Electric car Is 
Europcar option 

EUROPCAR, the leader in car hire 
services in Europe for both leisure and 
business users, is urging motorists 
who want to drive ‘green’ to hire an 
electric vehicle for a day.

VOLKSWAGEN has today released the first images 
of its new CC, which will be officially unveiled at 
the Los Angeles Auto Show on November 16. 

If it looks familiar, don’t be surprised: more than 
270,000 people across the world have been won 
over by its predecessor the Passat CC’s blend of 
four-door practicality and sleek coupe-like styling. 

At the front, the new radiator grille has strong 
horizontal lines that represent Volkswagen’s new 
design DNA, flanked by new bi-xenon headlights 
and topped with a reprofiled bonnet. The bumper 
is different, too, with a new extra air intake, and 
silver-coloured ‘winglets’ that frame the fog lights. 

Along the side, the frameless doors are carried 
over from the previous model, but more sculpted 
sills, revised bumpers and the new bonnet add up 
to create a subtly updated silhouette. 

The rear bumper has also been completely 
redesigned, with more emphasis on horizontal 
lines and a reworking of the characteristic chrome 
strip. The tail lights are new as well, not just in 
their more dramatic design, but in their use of 
LEDs. The numberplate lights are also now 
LED. As before, the Volkswagen logo doubles as 
the handle for the boot, and it can now optionally 
contain a rear-view camera. 

There’s one last change at the rear, too: ‘Passat’ 
has been dropped from the name. 

From launch, the UK engine range will comprise 
1.8-litre TS1160PS or 2.0-litre TSI 210 PS petrols 
and a 2.0-litre TDI common rail diesel with either 
140 or 170PS. All models with 170PS or more 
also now get a standard XDS differential, an 
electronic cross-axle traction control system for 
improved traction and handling. 

The CC will make its world debut at the Los 
Angeles Auto Show before going on sale early 
next year. 

More details including pricing will be available 
nearer the launch date.

WHEN the two sides with the 
most draws in the league this 
season met at Julius Martin Lane 
on Saturday, it was probably 
no surprise that the points 
were shared.

Cheshunt were level eight 
minutes before the break when 
they were awarded a penalty after 
Tom Liberatore was judged to 
have fouled Josh Hutchinson, who 
picked himself up to convert from 
the spot. The defender received a 
caution. 

Dan Cotton could have given 
the Greens the lead going into the 
break, but keeper Wright pushed 
away his curling low free kick. 

Six minutes after the restart, 
Soham were reduced to 10 men, 
when Liberatore was sent off after 
receiving his second yellow card 
for a foul. 

Shortly after, the Greens made a 
tactical change to cover for the 
dismissal with Andy Coleman and 
Scott Carter, making his first 
appearance for five weeks due to a 
hand injury, replacing Cotton and 
Escorcio. 

With the man advantage, 
Cheshunt started to have the 
better of the attacking play, but 
could not find a way through as 
Jordan made a double save to 
keep out Ashwood and McDonald. 

Soham started to push forward 
with Wright saving Robinson’s free 
kick as the game entered stoppage 
time.
